row that deserved the electric chair, Ted Bundy 
was that individual,” he said. 

Bundy had been quick-witted, and known for his 
cockiness and arrogance. He was the subject of five 
books and a television miniseries, “The Deliberate 
Stranger.” 

But he recently claimed to “feel God’s presence,” 


and was reported at the end to be remorseful about - 


his bloody trail of kidnappings, sadistic sexual mu- 
tilations and slayings in his home state of Washing- 
ton, and in Utah, Colorado, Idaho and Florida. 

His execution, for the murder of sixth-grader 
Kimberly Diane Leach of Lake City, made him the 


20th man put to death in Florida and the 106th in 


the United States since the U.S. Supreme Court 
allowed states to reinstate the death penalty in 
1976. 

Kimberly was kidnapped from the grounds of her 
junior high school Feb. 9, 1978, three weeks after 
the killings of two women at Chi Omega sorority at 
Florida State University. The child’s body was 
found three months later in an abandoned pigsty. 

Until near the end he had insisted he was inno- 
cent, although he had been suspected of as many as 
36 killings and disappearances. Then late last week 
he began talking to investigators from the four 
Western states, closing the books on 20 unsolved 
crimes, including -some in which he had not been a 
suspect. 


“Good,” sighed Vivian Rancourt, mother of 
Bundy victim Susan Rancourt, when reached at her 
LaConner, Wash., home shortly after the execu- 
tion. “The only thing I can say is thank God, it’s 
finally over.” 

One of Bundy’s final acts was to permit James 
Dobson, a California psychologist and host of a 
syndicated radio show, to videotape an interview 
for later broadcast. Dobson described Bundy as 
“feeling great remorse.” 

Bundy appeared frightened when he was es- 
corted into the death chamber. But he moved easily 
to the chair, nodding to his attorney, James Cole- 
man, and Gainesville minister Fred Lawrence, who 
had counseled him earlier. 

“Jim and Fred, I’d like you to give my love to my 
family and friends,” he said in a strong voice that 
trailed off at the end. 

. “He was calm but visibly shaken,” said state 
Rep. Randy Mackey of Lake City, an official wit- 
ness. 

Bundy stared straight ahead and his jaw tight- 
ened when workers adjusted a chin strap and fitted 
a hood over his shaven head. 

When the switch was thrown by the anonymous 
executioner, who is paid $150 for the job, Bundy’s 
body surged back against the chair. His fists 
clenched. 

A doctor pronounced him dead at 7:16 a.m. EST.

At a moment’s notice, Bundy could 
jvitch from euphoria and compulsive 
king to anger followed by long peri- 
i's of sullen silence, said Lewis.

Bundy almost certainly suffered 
from this disorder at the time of his 
Florida trials for killing two Florida 
State University women in Tallahas- 
see, and 12-year-old Kimberly Leach 
in Lake City. Bundy was executed for 
the latter crime. 

She said Bundy, born Theodore 
Robert Cowell in a Burlington, Vt., 
home for unwed mothers, probably 
started having mental problems as'an 
infant, when he lived with his mother, 
Louise, in her parents’ home in 
Philadelphia. 

Lewis described Bundy’s maternal 
grandfather as “an extremely violent 
and frightening individual,” who 
would kick dogs, swing cats by their 
tails and beat people who angered 
him. 

He also was a voracious reader of 
pornography. 

She said a cousin told her that when 
Bundy was a preschooler, he used to 
snéak into a greenhouse where the 


pornography was kept andreadit. 
~~ Bundy said-hours before his death 
that pornography fueled his violent 


thoughts toward women. 

Lewis said Bundy’s' maternal 
grandmother had been hospitalized 
more than once for psychotic depres- 
sion and had undergone electroshock 
therapy. Later in life, the woman had 
a severe phobia against leaving her 
house.

Such things could indicate Bundy 
had a genetic predisposition to mental 
illness, Lewis said. 

Bundy exhibited bizarre behavior 
at his grandparents’ house, the psy- 
chiatrist said. At age 3, he appeared 
several times at the bedside of his 
15-year-old aunt, lifting the covers 
and placing butcher knives beside 
her. 

“The whole family felt that Louise 
Bundy and her son had to be rescued 
from the home,” a family member told 
Lewis. 

They did, moving to Tacoma where 
other relatives lived. There, Louise 
met and married John Bundy, a hospi- 
tal cook, and John adopted Ted. 

In interviews, Ted Bundy repeat- 
edly told her he had only fond memo- 
ries of his grandfather, Lewis said, 
apparently blocking out incidents de- 
scribed by other family members and 
indicating to Lewis that Bundy had 
been “horribly traumatized” as a 
child. 
~~ As evidence of Bundy’s mood 
swings, Lewis. showed the court a 
doodle she found in one of Bundy’s 
college notebooks. It showed two 
faces: one normal, the other enlarged 
and with Dracula-like teeth. 

Lewis said Bundy not only didn’t 
recall the doodle, he tried to explain it 
away by saying he was probably on 
drugs when it was drawn.

Law against soliciting sex 
overturned by Utah court

In the wake of Ted Bundy’s admis- 
sion that addiction to pornography 
was his reason for committing sexual 
crimes, the Utah Supreme Court has 
declared a Provo city ordinance pro- 
hibiting public solicitation of sexual 
activities unconstitutional. 

The Utah Supreme Court released 
its decision on the case of Provo City 
vs. Willden on Tuesday after a 3-2 
vote in favor of Willden. 

Willden was convicted on May 16, 
1986, of violating Provo city ordi- 
nance section 12.45.010 which pro- 
hibits unlawful sex acts. 

The ordinance states, “It shall be 
unlawful for any person, in public or 
in a public place. . . to engage in, or 
solicit another to engage in, any sex- 
ual conduct as defined herein.” 

The ordinance goes on to describe 
in detail the types of “sexual conduct” 
applicable under the now extinct law.

Romney said Willden felt his Ist 
Amendment right to free speech was 
violated. The court originally dis- 
agreed with him. However, Tues- 
day’s announcement that the convic- 
tion has been overturned shows that 
the court has sided with Willden, up- 
holding his lst Amendment rights. 

Romney said he had not received a 
copy of the decision from the Supreme 
Court and could not comment until he 
had. 

“I bet the city attorney is pretty 
upset about the decision” McCullough 
said. 

As a result of his conviction, 
Willden had to pay a fine and was put 
on probation, but, according to Mc- 
Cullough, served no jail time. 

With the conviction of Willden 
overturned and the ordinance thrown 
out, there is no law covering the par- 
ticular sexual conduct defined in the 
Provo ordinance. McCullough said it 
will take the city council about two 
weeks to fill the gap in Provo city’s 
ordinances.

Gov. Norm Bangerter is accomplish-

He is also going on an “economic 
development trip” this week to meet 
with top officials of an unnamed Mem- 
phis, Tenn., firm to “sign, seal, and 
deliver” the move of their headquar- 
ters to Utah, said Giani. 

“A larger marketing budget has 
been appropriated for promoting 
Utah’s natural and cultural attrac- 
tions,” Giani said. Utah is being pro- 
moted as a vacation and tourist spot. 

“Tourism revenues in Utah have 
increased consistently between 4 and 
6 percent with the number of annual 
tourists increasing between 15 and 17 
percent for each of the last three 
years, and we feel very good about 
the progress these industries have 
seen and are bringing to the state’s 
economy,” said Utah State Travel 
Council Public Relations Director 
Joe Rutherford. 

“Utah has seen an increase from 
$2.8 million to $4 million over the past 
four years in the tourism budget and 
we have used these resources to pro- 
duce large scale marketing promo- 
tions in major western markets such 
as Los Angeles, Denver, and 
Phoenix,” Rutherford said.

Naval Supply Depot grew 
to be largest industrial park

When the Clearfield Naval Supply 
Depot was closed and put up for auc- 
tion in 1963, few probably thought 
that it would turn into what it is today 
— the largest industrial park in the 
state. 

Steve Barrett, director of economic 
development with Freeport Center 
Associates, called the venture “very 
successful.” 

Barret pointed out that the com- 
mercial center, located between Og- 
den and Salt Lake City, employs 
5,000 people and provides 7.2 million 
feet of space for 65 to 70 companies 
that are buying supplies and paying 
taxes. 

The federal government sold the 


base to Freeport Center Corp., a pri- 
vate corporation, that used the facili- 
ties for storage. 

As the corporation tried to capital- 
ize on the large buildings and the rail 
and truck transportation available it 
was developed into a warehouse and 
distribution center. 

Private companies like Westing- 
house, General Electric, Whirlpool, 
General Mills, and Proctor and Gam- 
ble relocated here, leasing buildings 
for storage and distribution. 

As the corporation’s ownership dis- 
solved in 1972, the property was sold 
to the seven-member Freeport Cen- 
ter Associates. Today, large indus- 
tries like Morton-Thiokol, Hercules, 
Arrow Dynamics and Futura Prod- 
ucts lease land for manufacturing, 
storage or distribution.

1 survivor of 2nd Soviet quake found 


MOSCOW — Mountain villagers in “endless” funeral processions Tuesday 
buried their dead from the Tadzhikistan earthquake that killed up to 1,000, 
and rescuers slogged through muddy rubble in a desperate search for sur- 


New warnings were issued for more possible landslides caused by thawing 
snow in the Central Asian republic 1,800 miles south of Moscow that was hit by 
Monday’s predawn earthquake. 

In northwestern Armenia, which was devastated by a Dec. 7 quake that 
killed 25,000 people, a powerful aftershock was reported Tuesday. An Arme- 
nian official said the population had been warned and no casualties were 
reported. 

Rescuers reportedly found one survivor from the Tadzhikistan quake, al- 
though an official spokesman denied it. 

A 40-second tremor, which U.S. seismologists registered as 5.4 on the 
Richter scale, hit before dawn Monday. It loosened layers of mud that cas- 
caded onto mountain villages about 20 miles southwest of the republic’s capital 
of Dushanbe. 

Workers continued digging for survivors, Tass said, but a local official said 
the efforts might be in vain. “There is little hope because of the flood of dirt and 
mud,” Erkin Kasymov, aspokesman for the Foreign Ministry of Tadzhikistan, 
said by telephone. He said the search would continue as long as hope remained. 


Sadness and relief end an 11-year fear 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla.— Security remains tight at the Chi Omega sorority 
house where Ted Bundy attacked two women 11 years ago. 

Chi Omega sorority sisters, Margaret Bowman, 21, and Lisa Levy, 20, were 
bludgeoned to death by Bundy on Jan. 15, 1978. 

Bundy was executed Tuesday morning for the 1978 death of 12-year-old 
Kimberly Leach of Lake City. 

After 11 years of silence Bundy began confessing to murders of several 
women. 

Mrs. Cocke, a former adviser to the Florida State University Chi Omega 
chapter, said there was no feeling of jubilation from the sorority girls when 
Bundy was executed. 

“Tt was more sadness and relief than anything,” she said. 

Referring to the murders in 1978 Cocke said, “It was a terribly traumatic 
time. But even then the girls took it with a great deal of dignity and grace, 
facing death for the first time in their young lives.”

Provo City Council also approved a 
resolution appropriating $1,280,000 
toward improvements at the East 
Bay Business Park. 

East Bay Project Manager Mike 
Vanchiere said, “The bonds will be 
paid off in full by December of 1989.” 

Vanchiere said East Bay has a 
number of improvement projects to 
implement in the next few months, 
including landscaping in the northern 
region of of the park.

_-Inresponse to your support of more 
strict gun regulations (Jan. 23) I’d like 
to offer a few points of consideration. 
Gun. control lJaws’are not inade- 
quate. It is. enforcement of existing 
laws that is inadequate. Purdy had a 
record cat solicitation of prosti- 


tutes, possession of marijuana, manu- 
facture and sale of an illegal weapon, 
receiving stolen property and rob- 
bery. Had he been serving time for 
these crimes he would have been un- 
able to commit this last crime and may 
have been rethinking his ways. 

A background check of firearm pur- 
chasers would only hassle the honest 
citizen. Firearms are so abundant to- 
day that criminals can obtain them 
easily in ways that are already illegal. 

You can’t fairly compare crime 
rates of the U.S. with those of other 
countries. Our citizens and theirs 
have inherently different ways of 
thinking. What’s more, many other 
countries enforce stiffer penlties for 
crime. 

History shows that gun control 
achieves the opposite of its professed 
intent. After a handgun ban went into 
effect in Morton Grove, Ill., for exam- 
ple, burglaries increased by 33 per- 
cent and robberies increased by 47 
percent in a span of about three years. 

In similar places across the nation, 
where there were no similar restric- 
tions on guns, burglaries dropped by 
an average of five percent and rob- 
beries 19 percent over roughly the 
same time span. 

When we fight a fire we don’t just 
spray the flames, we extinguish the 
root of what is burning. I suggest all 
of us turn our energies to the real root 
of firearms crime which is insufficient 
enforcement of laws already existing 
and the notion “I can get away with it” 
which stems from insufficient punish- 


ment.

Uncle Will and the Fitzgerald Curse, 
were novels that I read and reread 
while growing up. 

Fitzgerald wrote of his family life in

years before Utah became a state in 
1896 and concluding about twenty 
years after. In the novels he recol- 
lected how rough life was in the early 
silver mining towns and told of many 
eccentric characters who populated 
those areas. 

One such person was “Metaliferi- 
ous” Murphy. He was an ore assayer 
suspected by many in late 19th cen- 
tury Utah of swindling miners by fal- 
sifying ore claims and selling the poor 
saps worthless land disguised as 
prime mining areas. One day a group 
of miners, fed up with being burned 
by Murphy, decided to play a little 
joke on the dishonest assayer. 

They produced some worthless 
sandstone soil dug up near Cedar 
City, Utah,and asked Murphy to as- 
say it.

LSAT format shorter; 
difficulty unchanged

As of June 1989 the Law School 


Admissions Test (LSAT) will have a 


new format, according to Brad 
Mortensen of Kaplan Educational 
Testing Services. 

The changes and revisions in the 
new test format include the elimina- 
tion of the facts and issues portion, a 
modification to the reading compre- 
hension section, and an extension of 
the test time. 

The new test will consist of four 
sections rather than the traditional 
six. One of the two experimental sec- 
tions on the current exam has been 
dropped. 

Reading comprehension, logical 


reasoning, analytical reasoning plus ° 


an additional experimental section 
will comprise the scored portion of the 
new exam. A separate and unscored 
writing sample will also be required. 
The Law School Admissions Coun- 
cil said, “although the test has gotten 
shorter it has by no means gotten any 
easier.” The overall difficulty level of 
the exam is not expected to change. 
According to Mortensen, the facts 
and issues section was eliminated be- 
cause it has proven to be the easiest 
and therefore nondiscriminating 
among the most able examinees. This 
section was easily coached and there- 


fore most affected by practice. It did 
not add to the predictive validity of 
the exam. It was also found that this 
section was the most difficult to write 
and the most expensive to produce. 

Claude Zobell Jr., assistant dean of 
the J. Reuben Clark Law School 
said,“The new test format will be a 
better indicator and measure of a stu- 
dent’s ability to succeed ,in law 
school.” 

Passages of the reading compre- 
hension section, which at one time 
dealt with a variety of disciplines, will 
now be taken from law reviews and 
other legal periodicals 

Each section of the test has been 
extended from 35 to 45 minutes. This 
means there will be more material per 
section. The required writing sample 
will remain 30 minutes long. 

The statistical range of the test is 
expected to remain 10-48, with a 
mean score of 30. 

Kaplan advises students not to take 
the February exam just for the sake 
of facts and issues. The other question 
types account for two thirds of the 
exam. A perfect score on facts and 
issues will not help if a student is un- 
prepared for the other sections of the 
exam,

Professor earns award 


Studies the causes of birth defects

ABYU professor recently received 
the local Sigma Xi Paper of the Month 
award for his scientific research in the 
field of teratology. 

“Teratology is the science that 
seeks to understand causation of birth 
defects,” said Robert E. Seegmiller, a 
professor of zoology at BYU. “Ap- 
proximately 2 to 5 percent of new- 
borns have birth defects. This puts a 
major psychological and economic 
strain on family members as well as 
the burden on the individual.” 

Sigma Xi is an organization that 
deals with scientific research. The 
BYU chapter is an affiliate of the na- 
tional organization, said Seegmiller. 

Seegmiller said he became inter- 
ested in teratology while studying at 
the University of Utah and has 
devoted his research efforts to this 
field. 

BYU’s zoology department pur- 


chased a computer system this 
semester that is used to help study 
the causes of birth defects, said Mike 
Jensen, 24, a senior from Bountiful 
majoring in zoology. 

“It is a 8-D image analyzer which 
gives us a magnified three-dimen- 
sional version of a structure too small 
to be seen with the naked eye. It will 
magnify and measure the volumes of 
vital, developing organs within an 
embryo,” said Jensen, who works 
with Seegmiller as a research assis- 
tant. 

Seegmiller said, “With this technol- 
ogy, we anticipate answering ques- 
tions regarding biochemical and cellu- 
lar changes brought about by drugs 
and other chemicals to which women 
are exposed during pregnancy.” 

Seegmiller received a bachelor’s 
degree in zoology in 1965 and.a mas- 
ter’s degree in genetics in 1967, both 
from the University of Utah. He then 
earned a doctorate degree in genetics 
from McGill University in 1970.

Soup in a flash in your microwave

Microwave soups and stews can be 
hearty or light, homey or elegant, 
chunky or smooth. But best of all, 
they can be quick. Here are some tips 
for making delicious homemade soup 
in your microwave. 

— Most soups and stews cook 
fastest in small amounts and on 100 
percent power (high). Two to four 
servings are ideal for microwave 
cooking; larger amounts will cook just 
as fast on the rangetop. 

— Soups or stews that contain less- 

~tender meats cook best on 70 percent 
power (medium-high); the lower 
power and longer cooking help ten- 
derize the meat. 

— For even cooking, cut vegeta- 
bles and meat in uniform pieces. 

— Choose American or process 
cheese for microwave soup-making. 
It melts smoothly and quickly. Shred 
it or tear slices into pieces before 
adding to soup. 

— Make sure the container you use. 
is large enough to allow the soup to 
bubble up but not over. Because 
many recipes call for covering soup 
during cooking, a microwave-safe 
covered casserole is ideal. 

— Reheat chilled or frozen soups in 
individual bowls or mugs. 

— Allow about 2 1/2 minutes for 3/4 
cup frozen soup, three to four minutes 
for one cup, eight minutes for 1 1/2 
cups, and 10 minutes for two cups. 
Stir once or twice for even cooking.

“Another important thing is to 
properly lock the bicycle to the rack,” 
said Bringhurst.

W. Germany checks on illegal weapons aid

FRANKFURT, West Germany — 
Charges that West German compa- 
nies helped Libya build what may be a 
poison gas plant recall horrors from 
two world wars and images of what a 
politician called the “evil, self-deceiv- 
ing German.” 

Germany shocked the world in 
World War I by wiping out 5,000 Al- 
lied soldiers April 22, 1915, with chlo- 
rine gas, introducing the era of chemi- 
cal warfare. 

Nazis later used Zyklon B gas to 
kill millions of prisoners, most of them 
Jews, at the Auschwitz death camp. 

In addition to lessons of the past, 
the current debate dwells on moral 
standards in a nation that has devel- 
oped an arms export industry in the 
last 15 years that ranks fifth in the 
world. 

“German profits have grown much 
more quickly than ethical standards,” 
said the Rev. Friedhelm Hengsbach, 
a social science professor at St. Geor- 
gen Theological University in Frank- 
furt. 

“The Germans are very smart in 
the sense of economic realities, but 
they’re not that shrewd when it 
comes to ethical responsibility and po- 
litical realities,” the 51-year-old Je- 
suit priest said in an interview. 

Norbert Gansel, a member of Par- 
liament for the opposition Social 
Democrats, said, “Now, our history 
has caught up with us again. The evil, 
self-deceiving German is back.” © 

In its current issue, the left-leaning 
magazine Der Spiegel said the atti- 
tude of West German industry is “ex-

Orem company files $300 million lawsuit

A $300 million lawsuit was filed 
against MCI Communications Corp. 
and two other firms Tuesday. 

TeleSTAR Inc., a telecommunica- 
tions company, filed the anti-trust 
suit in federal District Court in Salt 
Lake City. 

TeleSTAR alleges that MCI, West- 
ern Tele-communications (WTCI) 
and Westmare Communications, Inc. 
conspired to “unreasonably restrain 
interstate trade and commerce in the

Government statistics say West 
German companies legally sell about 
$16.6 billion worth of guns, sub- 
marines, ammunitions and other 
arms overseas each year. 

That puts the country in fifth place 
behind the United States, Soviet 
Union, France and Britain. 

Several state and local investiga- 
tions are under way to determine the 
amount of arms and arms-related 
goods sent abroad illegally. 

Included are inquiries into reports 
of West German involvement in Iraqi 
poison gas production in addition to 
allegations that West German compa- 
nies helped build the plant at Rabta, 
south of Tripoli, that Libya said 
makes medicines. The United States 
said it is for producing chemical 
weapons. 

Iraq acknowledged using poison 
gas during its war with Iran and has 
been accused of using it on minority 
Kurds. 

Reports arise frequently of West 
German companies evading export 
restrictions, as Gansel reminded a 
noisy’ parliamentary debate on the 
Libyan matter last week. 

“The string of arms-export scan- 
dals is long,” he declared, including 
sales of sensitive nuclear technology 
to Pakistan, India and South Africa. 

Gansel, 48, said Zyklon B gas killed 
“countless defenseless Jews” and re-

In 1984, TeleSTAR began con- 
struction of a digital phone network 
that would bring high-tech telephone 
technology to the West. TeleSTAR 
did not receive all of its licenses from 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission.

The FCC, however, has virtually 
ignored similar violations by MCI and 
WTCI, the suit alleges.

become a theme for both newspaper 
cartoons and editorials. 

Many newspaper stories, magazine 
articles and TV programs about the 
chemical plant scandal point out the 
German history of poison gas dating 
to World War I, 

In Munich, the Suedeutsche Zei- 
tung reminded readers in an editorial 
Jan. 13: “Not everyone may like the 
Germans and no one has forgotten 
their past. Whoever has as much 
power as the Federal Republic must 
also bear responsibility.” 

Joachim Perels, a political science 
teacher at Hanover University, said 
in an interview, “It is a question of 
current-day morality and the Nazi 
past. You just can’t lose sight of that 
second point. It would be better if 
West Germany didn’t supply Libya 
with any materials that could be used 
for war.” 

Friedrich Justus Perels, the pro- 
fessor’s father, was executed by the 
Nazis along with thousands of others 
for alleged involvement in the unsuc- 
cessful attempt to kill Adolf Hitler in 
1944, 

Michel Friedman, spokesman for 
Frankfurt’s Jewish community, said 
of the Libyan scandal, “German com- 
panies should be more conscious of 
what’s taking place in Libya,” an en- 
emy of Israel. 

“Tt’s part of the special responsibil- 
ity of the Germans, and a special re- 
sponsibility isn’t just something to 
pray about on Sundays.” 

Andreas Hillgruber, a conserva- 
tive historian on the University of 
Cologne faculty, said attempts to link
